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Army  Eliminates 
Of  Untrained 


The  large  backlog  of  untrained  reservists  that 
in  the  Army  last  year  has  been  virtually  eliminated, 
the  Defense  Department  announced  June  19. 

Only  some  5,300  non-prior-service  Army  reservists 
will -be  untrained  at  the  end  of  June,  DOD  said,  con- 
trasting to  the  133,000  untrained  reservists  on  hand  in 
June  of  last  year. 

Moreover,  the  5,300  largely  represent  those  who  en- 
listed in  the  Army  Reserve  during  May  and  most 
of  them  are  scheduled  to  enter  training  in  July. 

An  accelerated  training  program  announced  by  the 
Army  in  December  was  credited  with  eliminating  the 
untrained  backlog. 

Lower  draft  calls  and  attendant  changes  in  active 
Army  training  requirements  were  also  cited. 

“Current  enlistment  rates  and  training  base  capacity 
permit  placing  most  of  the  reservists  in  training  within 
45  to  65  days  after  they  enlist,”  DOD  said. 

This  is  well  below  the  past  operating  levels  of  about 
20,000,  which  Defense  Secretary  Robert  S.  McNamara 
described  in  January  as  normal  and  a level  that  could 
be  reached  in  June  1967.

Army  Announces  New  Program 
For  Enlisted  Commissioning 


Navy  School  of  Aeronautics 
Opens  at  Pensacola,  Fla. 

Navy  has  opened  a new  professional  flight  school  at 
Pensacola  which  will  offer  students  an  opportunity  to 
work  toward  a master’s  degree  while  learning  to  fly 
and  earning  Navy  wings. 

The  first  class  of  the  Naval  School  of  Aeronautics 
is  hand  picked.  Thirty-two  college  graduates  among 
the  aviation  officer  candidates  who  had  completed  their 
primary  phase  of  flight  training  were  selected  to  insure 
above  average  scholastic  ability  and  flight  aptitude. 

The  nine-month  course  of  instruction  includes  flight 
instruction  and  ground  training  by  a faculty  composed 
of  military  and  civilian  instructors. 

“The  school’s  ultimate  goal  is  to  provide  training 
which  will  qualify  graduates  for  a recognized,  ac- 
credited degree  at  the  Master’s  degree  level,”  Navy  said. 

Navy  is  seeking  to  develop  a cooperative  degree  pro- 
gram with  universities  to  bring  this  about. 

Naval  Air  Training  Command  Headquarters  at  Pen- 
sacola, Fla.,  will  operate  the  school. 


The  Army  has  announced  a new  program  for  further- 
ing the  education  and  future  of  active  duty  enlisted 
personnel. 

The  new  program,  “Baccalaureate  Degree — OCS 
Commissioning,”  calls  for  the  Army  to  select  up  to  50 
qualified  enlisted  personnel  annually  to  participate  for 
a maximum  of  24  months  as  full  time  college  students 
to  satisfy  requirements  leading  to  a baccalaureate 
degree. 

The  program  will  apply  to  the  following  fields  which 
are  particularly  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  Army: 
language,  journalism,  business  or  public  administration, 
physical  sciences  (including  mathematics),  economics, 
international  relations,  history,  psychology,  engineering 
and  personnel  management. 

Upon  completion  of  the  needed  college  requirements, 
participants  will  attend  Officers  Candidate  School  lead- 
ing to  a reserve  commission  as  a 2nd  lieutenant  with 
concurrent  call  to  active  duty  for  a period  of  from  3 
to  4 years  duration. 

Personnel  failing  to  complete  either  the  civil  school- 
ing or  OCS  will  fulfill  the  enlisted  service  obligation 
made  at  the  time  of  entry  into  the  program.

Air  Force  Unit  Operates 
Sea  Survival  School  in  RVN 

A sea  survival  school  in  South  Vietnam,  operated  by 
members  of  the  Base  Life  Support  Section,  Da  Nang 
AB,  is  providing  F-4C  Phantom  pilots  of  the  366th 
Tactical  Fighter  Wing  with  practical  sea  survival 
experience. 

Students  carry  only  the  equipment  they  normally  are 
equipped  with  on  strike  missions.  The  survival  kit 
carried  as  a part  of  the  Phantom’s  seat  ejection  system 
is  unpacked  at  the  beach  by  a senior  survival  instruc- 
tor who  explains  its  use  and  purpose  to  refamiliarize 
the  pilots. 

The  pilots  are  then  told  to  swim  to  a 20-man  life 
raft  anchored  200  yards  off  shore.  Swimming  in  groups 
of  four,  pilots  are  equipped  with  an  inflatable  life  pre- 
server, which  they  may  deploy  during  the  long  swim. 

On  arrival  at  the  20-man  raft,  pilots  are  then  taken 
aboard  a Navy  lighter  where  they  put  on  a standard 
parachute  harness.  The  harness  is  attached  to  the 
lighter  and  the  pilots  leap  into  the  sea.  They  are 
dragged  along  behind  the  boat  at  five  to  six  knots  to 
simulate  a parachute  landing  in  water. 

Students  are  taught  to  extend  their  arms  and  legs 
while  lying  on  their  backs  and  plane  over  the  water. 
They  may  also  turn  stomach  down  and  “body  surf” 
behind  the  simulated  parachute. 

Pilots  are  then  taught  to  release  themselves  from 
the  harness,  while  being  towed  and  tossed  about,  and 
crawl  into  a one-man  dinghy. 

In  the  final  phase  of  the  one-day  school — the  so-called 
“graduation  exercise” — a pilot  is  plucked  from  the  sea 
by  a Marine  H-34  Choctaw  helicopter.

Army  Revises  General  Order 
List  for  Post  Guard  Duty 

The  Army  will  replace  its  present  11  general  orders 
for  post  guard  duty  with  three  new  ones.  The  change 
will  take  effect  Aug.  1. 

The  new  orders  are: 

1.  I will  guard  everything  within  the  limits  of  my 
post  and  quit  my  post  only  when  properly  relieved. 

2.  I will  obey  my  special  orders  and  perform  all  my 
duties  in  a military  manner. 

3.  I will  report  violations  of  my  special  orders,  emer- 
gencies, and  anything  not  covered  in  my  instructions, 
to  the  commander  of  the  relief. 

The  three  orders  are  to  be  supplemented  on  each 
post  by  a set  of  realistic,  detailed  and  mission-oriented 
special  orders  established  by  the  commanding  officer. 

Additional  orders  will  be  tailored  for  the  specific 
post  and  situation  from  the  viewpoint  of  security  and 
sentry  effectiveness  and  protection. 

Automated  Data  System  to  Keep 
Track  of  Pilots'  Flight  Records 

Beginning  July  1 an  automated  data  system  will  re- 
place manual  procedures  for  maintaining  individual 
flight  records  of  rated  personnel  in  the  Air  Force. 

The  system  will  be  used  by  all  installations.  The 
manual  Form  5 and  5A  system  will  be  closed  out 
June  30. 

On  flight  records  alone,  the  base  flight  management 
data  system  is  expected  to  show  annual  savings  of 
more  than  $1  million  and  463,500  man-power  hours. 
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Air  Force  Team  Completes 
$1  Million  Salvage  Job 

A 16-man  Air  Force  Logistics  Com- 
mand Rapid  Area  Maintenance  Team 
salvaged  nearly  $1  million  worth  of 
parts  from  a C-130  cargo  aircraft 
which  crashed  in  a Viet  Cong-infested 
zone. 

The  RAM  team  was  one  of  AFLC’s 
units  whose  principal  duty  in  Vietnam 
is  to  repair  crash  and  battle  damaged 
aircraft. 

On  a 90-day  tour  of  temporary  duty 
from  the  Sacramento  Air  Material 
Area,  McClellan  AFB,  Calif.,  the 
RAM  team  was  quickly  pressed  into 
service  when  the  C-130  crashed  about 
five  miles  north  of  Tay  Ninh. 

Under  the  cover  of  four  platoons 
of  troops  to  provide  security  around 
the  aircraft,  the  RAM  team  was 
flown  into  the  area  and  began  strip- 
ping the  aircraft  two  days  after  the 
crash. 

Although  under  the  threat  of  pos- 
sible enemy  attack,  the  team  recover- 
ed three  of  the  aircraft’s  four  engines, 
including  the  propellers;  all  radio, 
radar  and  instrumentation  equipment; 
the  main  left  landing  gear;  the  right 
rear  landing  gear,  and  a large  quan- 
tity of  miscellaneous  equipment. 

When  an  enemy  attack  appeared 
eminent,  the  team  pulled  out,  burning 
the  remainder  of  the  plane  to  prevent 
it  from  falling  into  Viet  Cong  hands. 


Defense  Dept.  Cancels 
Exercise  Kitty  Hawk 

Exercise  Kitty  Hawk  was  cancelled 
by  the  Defense  Department  June  20  to 
reduce  defense  expenditures. 

DOD  estimated  the  Strike  Com- 
mand maneuver,  slated  for  the  first 
week  in  August  in  North  Carolina, 
would  have  cost  more  than  $20  million. 
Some  70,000  men  from  all  four  serv- 
ices would  have  been  involved,  in- 
cluding some  ground  and  air  reserve 
component  units. 

“Alternate  plans  for  training  of  af- 
fected National  Guard  and  Reserve 
units  are  under  study  by  the  Serv- 
ices,” the  DOD  announcement  said.

Navy  Engineers  Develop 
Satellite  Radar  Antenna 

Engineers  at  the  Navy’s  Research 
Laboratory  have  developed  a light- 
weight radar  antenna  designed  to  be 
stored  aboard  satellites  and  deployed 
at  a desired  time  during  orbit. 

A parabolic  cylinder  with  an  apera- 
ture  24  feet  wide  by  40  inches  high, 
the  antenna  can  be  passed  through  a 
hatch  32  by  42  inches. 

Total  weight  of  the  new  antenna  is 
64.6  lbs.,  and  Naval  Research  Labora- 
tory engineers  believe  this  weight  can 
be  reduced  through  refinement  in  basic 
design. 

Because  of  its  relatively  large 
aperature,  the  antenna  is  expected  to 
provide  better  resolution  of  targets 
than  can  be  obtained  with  an  antenna 
having  a smaller  aperature. 


Marine  Corps  Announces 
FY68  Board  Schedule 

Headquarters  Marine  Corps  has  an- 
nounced the  fiscal  year  1968  schedule 
for  selection  boards  to  consider  of- 
ficers for  promotion  and  continuation 
on  the  active  duty  list. 

Selection  boards  for  promotion  to 
major  general  and  brigadier  general 
will  meet  July  11.  The  board  to 
select  officers  for  promotion  to  colonel 
is  scheduled  for  July  25  and  the  lieu- 
tenant colonel  selection  board  will 
meet  Aug.  8. 

The  board  to  consider  promotions 
to  major  is  scheduled  to  meet  Sept. 
6,  and  the  board  for  captains  will 
meet  July  6. 

Women  officers  for  promotion  to 
the  grades  of  lieutenant  colonel, 
major  and  captain  will  be  considered 
Oct.  3. 

The  board  to  consider  promotions 
within  the  chief  warrant  officer  grades 
(W-4,  W-3,  W-2 — regular  officers 

only)  is  scheduled  to  meet  Nov.  2. 

Naval  Scientists  Develop 
New  High  Expansion  Foam 

A portable  high  expansion  foam 
generating  system  developed  by  the 
Naval  Applied  Science  Laboratory 
will  soon  be  delivered  to  sea-going 
vessels  and  Navy  firefighting  schools. 

The  new  high  expansion  foam  was 
developed  to  combat  liquid  fuel  fires 
in  engine,  boiler  and  machinery  spaces 
on  naval  and  merchant  marine  ships. 

High  expansion  foam,  unlike  con- 
ventional firefighting  agents  used 
aboard  ship,  will  fill  a compartment 
in  a few  minutes,  flowing  over  and 
around  obstructions  and  engulfing 
fires  without  a reflash. 

The  new  agent  can  be  applied  from 
outside  a compartment  through  a 
hatch  opening,  as  compared  with  con- 
ventional agents  which  must  be  ap- 
plied directly  on,  or  in  the  immedi- 
ate vicinity  of  the  fire.  A swivel- 
mounted  door  permits  operators  to 
direct  the  foam  horizontally  op  ver- 
tically. 
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
